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OUR GOLDEN HOARD 
J1EPORTS from Washington say that the 


volume of gold in the United States 
Trea sury is now just about $14,000,- 
000,000, with more of the metal still 
pouring 
in from American mines and 
foreign shipments. 
This is incomparably 
more gold than was ever assembled in 
huma n history , and it represents con­ 
sidera bly more than half of all the known 
gold above-ground in the world. 
Come to 
think of it, though, most of this treasure 
isn’t “above ground.” 
It’s in a Kentucky 
ca ve. 
The big and growing q uestion is what 
Uncle Sa m will do with his vast hoard. 
It 
is disa rra nging international 
ex change, 
hindering 
world 
business 
and 
driving 
nea rly all the nations off the gold standard. 
The rest of the world might definitely re­ 
pudia te gold as a money basis and leave 
us holding the bag. 
What then? 
. We might be reduced to using the 
meta l for industrial purposes. 
There are 
ma ny uses for it, but in that capacity it 
wouldn’t be worth so much, and Uncle Sam 
would ta ke a big loss. 
Another possibility is suggested, which 
would make this whole nation sit up and 
ta ke notice. 
Suppose we run into money 
infla tion as a result of an unbalanced 
federa l budget and mounting national 
debt, a nd our currency fell to 50 or 25 
cents on the dollar compared with present 
va lues. 
As long a s we ourselves stay on a gold 
ba sis, that would make every gold dollar, 
whether coined or in bullion form, worth 
proportionately more. 
The government 
then, suggests a business writer, might use 
the excess value of its treasury gold to 
pa y off most of the outstanding national 
debt. 
In theory , at least, this represents one 
answer to the freq uent q uestion of how 
our huge depression debt can ever be paid.

G reat P art in Circulation Is Elasticity 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


THE ELASTICITY of the a rter­ 
ies ha s a grea t pa rt in ma inta ining 
a n efficient circula tion of blood. If 
the thrust of the hea rt bea t a lone 
ha d to send the blood to every pa rt 
of the body, the pressure required 
would be two or three times wha t it 
is. But the hea rt throws its loa d of 
blood out into a set of ela stic tubes. 
These first expa nd with the initia l 
impulse a nd then gra sp the column 
of blood, contra ct down on it a nd 
send it further a long its course in 
a smooth wa y. 
I sa y “ in a smooth w a y” beca use 
this a rteria l pressure on the column 
of blood distributes it to a ll the 
tissues under just enough pressure 
so tha t in the thin-wa lled ca pilla ries 
it is moving ra pidly enough to de­ 
liver its energy a nd oxygen loa d 
with the grea test efficiency. 
The ela stic pressure of the a r­ 
teries keeps up even during the rest 
period (dia stole) of the hea rt, so 
tha t the blood flow in the ca pilla ries 
is even a nd continuous. 


Speed Va ries 
If we could wa tch the ra te of 
blood flow in a single tube, we would 
see the blood in the big a rteries nea r 
the hea rt rushing pa st a t the ra te of 
a bout a foot a second, a nd then 
gra dua lly slowing down until in the 
ca pilla ries it is going a t a ra te of 
a bout ha lf a n inch a second. 
When the ela sticity of the a rter­ 
ies is reduced, high blood pressure 
results. The physiologists tell us 
tha t there a re only two possible

output, so the ca use must be in­ 
crea sed periphera l resista nce. This 
increa sed resista nce is proba bly due 
to the decrea sing ela sticity of the 
a rteria l wa lls. If the wa lls of the 
a rteries ca n no longer distend to 
a ccommoda te the thrust of the hea rt 
bea t, then 
is a utoma tica lly in­ 
crea sed resista nce. 
Helpful Adjustm ent 
High blood pressure simply mea ns 
tha t the pressure inside the a rteria l 
tube is higher. And, obviously, high 
blood pressure in ma n is a compen­ 
sa tory a nd helpful a djustment. The 
circula tion must be ma inta ined if 
life is to be ma inta ined. When the 
a rteria l wa lls were ela stic it wa s 
ma inta ined a t a lower level. When 
they become ha rd it ta kes more 
pressure to keep the blood flowing. 
If you a re pumping wa ter through 
a rubber hose, the pressure a s it 
comes out a t the end is less tha n if 
you pump it through a n iron pipe. 
If people worry a bout their blood 
pressure a t a ll, they usua lly worry 
too mucii. It is one of na ture’s a d­ 
justments, a nd, except for rest, 
there is nothing to be done a bout it.

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OUR GOLDEN HOARD 
DEPORTS from Washington say that the 


volume of gold in the United States 
Treasury is now just about $14,000,- 
000,000, with more of the metal still 
pouring in from American mines and 
foreign shipments. 
This is incomparably 
more gold than was ever assembled in 
human history, and it represents con­ 
siderably more than half of all the known 
gold above-ground in the world. 
Come to 
think of it, though, most of this treasure 
isn’t “above ground.” 
It’s in a Kentucky 
cave. 
The big and growing question is what 
Uncle Sam will do with his vast hoard. It 
is disarranging international 
exchange, 
hindering 
world 
business 
and 
driving 
nearly all the nations off the gold standard. 
The rest of the world might definitely re­ 
pudiate gold as a money basis and leave 
us holding the bag. 
What then? 
„ We might be reduced to using the 
metal for industrial purposes. 
There arc 
many uses for it, but in that capacity it 
wouldn’t be worth so much, and Uncle Sam 
would take a big loss. 
Another possibility is suggested, which 
would make this whole nation sit up and 
take notice. 
Suppose we run into money 
inflation as a result of an unbalanced 
federal 
budget and mounting national 
debt, and our currency fell to 50 or 25 
cents on the dollar compared with present 
values. 
As long as we ourselves stay on a gold 
basis, that would make every gold dollar, 
whether coined or in bullion form, worth 
proportionately more. 
The government 
then, suggests a business writer, might use 
the excess value of its treasury gold to 
pay off most of the outstanding national 
debt. 
In theory", at least, this represents one 
answer to the frequent question of how 
our huge depression debt can ever be paid. 
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BRASS RING TO CHARLES EDISON 
W A SH IN G T O N — You don’t hear much 


about the Navy during these days of 
European crises, but probably it is in bet­ 
ter shape than at any time since the 
Worl d War. 
Also you don’t hear much about the 
men responsible for putting it in that con­ 
dition. 
There are two of them, one being 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt, 
once Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, who, as President, 
has kept his finger on the Navy as no 
other government department. 
The other is Charles Edison, who has 
the title of Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
but because his chief is old and ailing, 
actually is Secretary of the Navy in 
everything but name. 
“ I never should have taken this job.”

In peacetime, however, the backbone 
of the Navy is not so much the officers 
and enlisted men of the line, but the 
50,000 civilian employees, most of them 
workmen in navy yards. 
They are under 
the supervision of the Assistant Secretary. 
He must be an industrial executive, an 
employer of labor, a coordinator of sup­ 
plies. 
Most of all he must understand 
labor, for no amount of gold braid on 
the shoulder of an admiral will help build 
battleships if unionized naval employees 
go out on strike.

Great Part in Circulation Is Elasticity 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE ELASTICITY of the arter­ 
ies has a great part in maintaining 
an efficient circulation of blood. If 
the thrust of the heart beat alone 
had to send the blood to every part 
of the body, the pressure required 
would be two or three times what it 
is. But the heart throws its load of 
blood out into a set of elastic tubes. 
These first expand with the initial 
impulse and then grasp the column 
of blood, contract down on it and 
send it further along its course in 
a smooth way. 
I say “in a smooth way” because 
this arterial pressure on the column 
of blood distributes it to all the 
tissues under just enough pressure 
so that in the thin-walled capillaries 
it is moving rapidly enough to de­ 
liver its energy and oxygen load 
with the greatest efficiency. 
The elastic pressure of the ar­ 
teries keeps up even during the rest 
period (diastole) of the heart, so 
that the blood flow' in the capillaries 
is even and continuous. 
Speed Varies 
If we could watch the rate of 
blood flow in a single tube, we would 
see the blood in the big arteries near 
the heart rushing past at the rate of 
about a foot a second, and then 
gradually slowing down until in the 
capillaries it is going at a rate of 
about half an inch a second. 


output, so the cause must be in­ 
creased peripheral resistance. This 
increased resistance is probably due 
to the decreasing elasticity of the 
arterial walls. If the walls of the 
arteries can no longer distend to 
accommodate the thrust of the heart 
beat, then 
is automatically in­ 
creased resistance. 
Helpful Adjustment 
High blood pressure simply means 
that the pressure inside the arterial 
tube is higher. And, obviously, high 
blood pressure in man is a compen­ 
satory and helpful adjustment. The 
circulation must be maintained if 
life is to be maintained. When the 
arterial wails were elastic it was 
maintained at a lower level. When 
they become hard it takes more 
pressure to keep the blood flowing. 
lf you are pumping water through 
a rubber hose, the pressure as it 
comes out at the end is less than if 
you pump it through an iron pipe. 
If people worry about their blood 
pressure at all, they usually worry 
too much. It is one of nature's ad­ 
justments, and, except for rest, 
there is nothing to be done about it.

W hat is wrong with the football 


team at Circleville High School?

In order to play the game to 
the best of his ability a good foot­ 
ball player must 
deny

many of the pleasures that his 
non-athletic companions enjoy.
